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CLAIMS 



[Claim(s)] 

[Claim 1] Order of the digital content data for which a user asks, and the order 
terminal which can download said digital content data, It is the digital content data 
distribution system which has the server which receives the order contents from said 
order terminal, and distributes said digital content data. Said order terminal It 
responds to the availability of the storage means for memorizing said user's selection, 



and/or said digital content data which said user has. [ whether it carries out when a 
user places an order for download of said digital content data, and ] It is the digital 
content data distribution system which determines after a users order whether to 
download said digital content data, and is characterized by said server distributing said 
digital content data according to said contents of decision. 
[Claim 2] The digital content data distribution system according to claim 1 
characterized by for said order terminal performing when a user places an order for 
download of said digital content data and it carries out, and carrying out at another 
terminal other than said order terminal or said order terminal when downloading said 
digital content data after a user's order. 

[Claim 3] claim 1 which enables download of said digital content data by moving the 
data already memorized by said storage means to the storage means of said server 
when a user places an order for download of said digital content data, it carries out 
and the availabilities of the storage means for memorizing said digital content data 
which said user has are insufficient, or claim 2 — a digital content data distribution 
system given in either. 

[Claim 4] claim 1 which said server has two or more kinds of formats of the digital 
content data which said order terminal downloads, and is characterized by only a 
refreshable format making said order terminal indicate by list at said order terminal, or 
claim 3 — a digital content data distribution system given in either. 
[Claim 5] claim 1 characterized by opting for a format of said digital content data to 
download when a user inputs into said order terminal the name of the player which 
reproduces said digital content data thru/or claim 4 — a digital content data 
distribution system given in either. 

[Claim 6] Another server which receives the digital content data which said server is 
equipped with a transmitting means to distribute said digital content data, are 
connected by said server and network, and are distributed by said transmitting means, 
A receiving means to receive the digital content data with which it has the terminal 
which downloads said digital content data from said another server, and said another 
server is distributed from said server, The second storage means which memorizes 
the digital content data received with said receiving means, A receiving means to 
receive said digital content data with which it has a transmitting means to transmit 
said digital content data to said terminal, and said terminal is transmitted from said 
another server, A digital content data distribution system given in claim 1 thru/or 
claim 5 any 1 term characterized by having a storage means to memorize said 
downloaded digital content data. 

[Claim 7] Another server which receives the user data which said server is equipped 
with a transmitting means to distribute the user data about said user, are connected 
by said server and network, and are distributed by said transmitting means, A 
receiving means to receive the user data with which it has the terminal which 



downloads said user data from said another server, and said another server is 
distributed from said server, The second storage means which memorizes the user 
data received with said receiving means, A receiving means to receive said user data 
with which it has a transmitting means to transmit said user data to said terminal, and 
said terminal is transmitted from said another server, A digital content data 
distribution system given in claim 1 thru/or claim 6 any 1 term characterized by 
having a storage means to memorize said downloaded user data. 
[Claim 8] Said server is equipped with a processing means to direct the address for 
delivery of the goods relevant to the medium which recorded said digital content data 
ordered from said order terminal to said server, and/or said digital content data. An 
order-received means for said server and network to connect and to perform an order 
received of said medium and/or goods which were ordered, A stock control means to 
manage the inventory stock status and the time for delivery of said medium and/or 
goods, and to notify to said order-received means, A digital content data distribution 
system given in claim 1 thru/or claim 7 any 1 term characterized by having the 
delivery server which has a delivery means to deliver said medium/or goods to the 
address for delivery specified by said processing means. 

[Claim 9] Order of the digital content data for which a user asks, and the order 
terminal which can download said digital content data, It is the digital content data 
distribution system which has the server which receives the order contents from said 
order terminal, and distributes said digital content data. Said server A storage means 
by which the digital content data of N individual (N is two or more integers) with which 
compressibility differs from a format to one digital content data are memorizable, An 
order-received means to receive an order of said digital content data from said order 
terminal, According to the contents of said order, the digital content data of said N 
individual are taken out from said storage means. The data ejection means which 
takes out the set of the digital content data of N individual which creates the set of 
the digital content data of said N individual, or already serves as a set according to the 
contents of said order, and is memorized by said storage means, A reception point 
assignment means to specify the reception point of the set of said digital content data 
ordered from said order terminal, An approach assignment means to receive to 
specify the reception approach of the set of said said ordered digital content data, 
When it determines to receive the set of said digital content data by data distribution 
with said approach assignment means to receive, A transmitting means to distribute 
one or more contents data to a different terminal from said order terminal determined 
by said reception point assignment means, or said order terminal from the digital 
content data of said N individual, When it determines to record and receive through 
said digital content data with said approach assignment means to receive, It has an 
order means to require an order of the medium of said distribution server. Said order 
terminal An order means to order said digital content data from said server through a 



network, The means of communications which has a receiving means to receive 
distribution of said digital content data, is connected through said server and network, 
and receives the order from said server, A goods order-received means to notify an 
inventory and/or time for delivery when an order of said medium is received, A 
delivery center equipped with the delivery server which has a stock control means to 
manage an inventory of said medium and/or time for delivery, and the delivery means 
which delivers said specified goods to the location specified by said goods 
order-received means, The digital content data distribution system which has a 
different terminal from said order terminal which has a receiving means to connect 
through said server and network and to receive distribution of said digital content data 
from said server. 

[Claim 10] A storage means to memorize the player database which recorded the 
refreshable data format with the name of a playback means and this playback means 
for said server to reproduce said digital content data, A data format retrieval means to 
search a format of refreshable digital content data with said playback means for the 
name of said playback means from said player database to origin, It has the means of 
communications which transmits the information on the format searched with said 
data format retrieval means to a different terminal from said order terminal or said 
order terminal. At a different" terminal frorrrsaichorder terminal or said~orderterminal 
An input means to input the name of a playback means to reproduce said digital 
content data, The means of communications which receives the information on the 
format corresponding to said playback means by which the name of said playback 
means has been sent to said server from delivery and said server, The digital content 
data distribution system according to claim 9 characterized by having a display means 
to display the information on said format. 



DETAILED DESCRIPTION 



[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[Field of the Invention] This invention relates to the contents data distribution system 
which can choose whether distribution of contents data is received on that spot or 



distribution of contents data is received only for the acquisition right (license) of 
contents data in a receipt and the back by operating the terminal with which a user 
orders a personal digital assistant etc. especially about the digital content data 
distribution system which distributes digital content data, such as music and an image. 
[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art] In recent years, a user places an order through the 
network means which mentioned above information record media, such as service 
which distributes digital content data, such as music and an image, using the network 
means offered by various means of communications, such as radio, such as a satellite 
circuit, CATV and the usual telephone line, and a cellular phone, CD with which digital 
content data were recorded, and DVD, and the need of the service in which 
contractors, such as parcel delivery service, deliver this is increasing. 
[0003] When a user asked for acquisition of digital content data conventionally, the 
information record medium with which direct digital content data were recorded at 
stores, such as a record store and a convenience store, was purchased. 
[0004] However, the site which is offering service which distributes digital content 
data using the dedicated terminal installed in the store mentioned above in recent 
years and the terminal which the user owns is accessed. Operate retrieval, selection, 
"etc. of desired" cbntentsTbut "of "the digital content data shown from this site, and 
purchase procedure of desired digital content data is performed. Digital content data 
were downloaded to the terminal which a user owns on that spot, and record to an 
information record medium was performed on that spot, and the user had received it. 
[0005] By the way, digital content data have various formats and it is decided that a 
refreshable format will also be a player for reproducing digital content data. In the 
case of a music distribution, there are MP3, ATRAC, AAC, ASF, etc. as a format of the 
digital content data which have appeared on the market in the world. Moreover, there 
are CD, DVD, a video tape, etc. also as an information record medium which records 
digital data. 
[0006] 

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention] However, when a user asked for two or 
more data of a different format according to the conventional technique mentioned 
above, the digital content data of a different format had to be downloaded, 
respectively, or two or more information record media had to be purchased, and it was 
very troublesome. Moreover, while the user downloaded digital content data, when the 
information record medium with which the digital content data was recorded was 
wanted and ** was considered, he needed to read data, needed to change them into a 
different data format from the information record medium with which it purchased 
separately, respectively or digital content data were recorded, and was very 
troublesome. And when conversion to data format which reads digital content data 
and is different from an information record medium was enabled, there was a problem 



that the illegal copy of digital content data could not be prevented. 
[0007] Moreover, when it did not have information record media, such as memory with 
storage capacity sufficient when a user receives digital content data for a user to 
download digital content data, and CD-R, DVD-R, or when it does not have time 
amount for digital content data to download even if it has an information record 
medium with sufficient storage capacity, digital content data cannot be downloaded on 
that spot. In order to solve this problem, it is possible to compress digital content data 
and to reduce data volume, but since a digital content data quality deteriorates, it is 
possible that a user hesitates at purchase. And the opportunity for a user to purchase 
contents data for such a reason will decrease. 

[0008] Furthermore, in order to perform download of digital content data, without 
caring about storage capacity, download time amount, etc. of an information record 
medium, it was possible to download digital content data using the terminal currently 
installed in the house, but since it was necessary to search the target digital content 
data again, or to carry out purchase procedure, there was a case where a users 
attractiveness to consumers was made to decline. Moreover, although a user's 
attractiveness to consumers can be aroused by passing a demonstration at the store 
mentioned above when the terminal which distributes digital content data is installed 
in stores, such as a record store and a convenience-store In order to sell -digital 
content data on that spot, a user is made to carry a mass information record medium. 
Make it take the time amount of download, or It is necessary to make the information 
record medium with which digital content data were recorded beforehand on that spot 
purchase. In the case of the former, the user needed to be made to take excessive 
time and effort, and when it was the latter, there was a problem that an inventory of 
the information record medium which recorded digital content data on the store which 
passes a demonstration certainly had to be set. 
[0009] 

[Means for Solving the Problem] Order of the digital content data for which a user 
asks in order to solve the technical problem mentioned above, and the order terminal 
which can download said digital content data, It is the digital content data distribution 
system which has the server which receives the order contents from said order 
terminal, and distributes said digital content data. Said order terminal It responds to 
the availability of the storage means for memorizing said user's selection, and/or said 
digital content data which said user has. [ whether it carries out, when a user places 
an order for download of said digital content data, and ] Determining after a users 
order whether to download said digital content data, said server offers the digital 
content data distribution system characterized by distributing said digital content 
data according to said contents of decision. 

[0010] Moreover, when a user places an order for download of said digital content 
data and it carries out, said order terminal performs, and when downloading said digital 



content data after a user's order, the digital content data distribution system 
according to claim 1 characterized by carrying out at another terminal other than said 
order terminal or said order terminal is offered. 

[0011] furthermore, claim 1 which enables download of said digital content data by 
moving the data already memorized by said storage means to the storage means of 
said server when a user places an order for download of said digital content data, it 
carries out and the availabilities of the storage means for memorizing said digital 
content data which said user has are insufficient or claim 2 — either provides with the 
digital content data distribution system of a publication. 

[0012] moreover, claim 1 which said server has two or more kinds of formats of the 
digital content data which said order terminal downloads, and is characterized by only 
a refreshable format making said order terminal indicate by list at said order terminal 
or claim 3 — either is provided with the digital content data distribution system of a 
publication. 

[0013] furthermore, claim 1 characterized by opting for a format of said digital content 
data to download when a user inputs into said order terminal the name of the player 
which reproduces said digital content data thru/or claim 4 — either is provided with 
the digital content data distribution system of a publication. 

[0014] Moreover, another server which" receives the~digital content data which said 
server is equipped with a transmitting means to distribute said digital content data, 
are connected by said server and network, and are distributed by said transmitting 
means, A receiving means to receive the digital content data with which it has the 
terminal which downloads said digital content data from said another server, and said 
another server is distributed from said server, The second storage means which 
memorizes the digital content data received with said receiving means, A receiving 
means to receive said digital content data with which it has a transmitting means to 
transmit said digital content data to said terminal, and said terminal is transmitted 
from said another server, Claim 1 thru/or claim 5 any 1 term characterized by having 
a storage means to memorize said downloaded digital content data is provided with 
the digital content data distribution system of a publication. 

[0015] Furthermore, another server which receives the user data which said server is 
equipped with a transmitting means to distribute the user data about said user, are 
connected by said server and network, and are distributed by said transmitting means, 
A receiving means to receive the user data with which it has the terminal which 
downloads said user data from said another server, and said another server is 
distributed from said server, The second storage means which memorizes the user- 
data received with said receiving means, A receiving means to receive said user data 
with which it has a transmitting means to transmit said user data to said terminal, and 
said terminal is transmitted from said another server, Claim 1 thru/or claim 6 any 1 
term characterized by having a storage means to memorize said downloaded user data 



is provided with the digital content data distribution system of a publication. 
[0016] Furthermore, said server is equipped with a processing means to direct the 
address for delivery of the goods relevant to the medium which recorded said digital 
content data ordered from said order terminal to said server, and/or said digital 
content data. An order-received means for said server and network to connect and to 
perform an order received of said medium and/or goods which were ordered, A stock 
control means to manage the inventory stock status and the time for delivery of said

publication. 

[0017] Furthermore, order of the digital content data for which a user asks again and 
the order terminal which can download said digital content data, It is the digital 
content data distribution system which has the server which receives the order 
contents from said order terminal, and distributes said digital content data. Said 
server A storage means by which the digital content data of N individual (N is two or 
more integers) with which compressibility differs from a format to one digital content 
data are memorizable, An order-received-means to receive an order of said digital 
content data from said order terminal, According to the contents of said order, the 
digital content data of said N individual are taken out from said storage means. The 
data ejection means which takes out the set of the digital content data of N individual 
which creates the set of the digital content data of said N individual, or already serves 
as a set according to the contents of said order, and is memorized by said storage 
means, A reception point assignment means to specify the reception point of the set 
of said digital content data ordered from said order terminal, An approach assignment 
means to receive to specify the reception approach of the set of said said ordered 
digital content data, When it determines to receive the set of said digital content data 
by data distribution with said approach assignment means to receive, A transmitting 
means to distribute one or more contents data to a different terminal from said order 
terminal determined by said reception point assignment means, or said order terminal 
from the digital content data of said N individual, When it determines to record and 
receive through said digital content data with said approach assignment means to 
receive, It has an order means to require an order of the medium of said distribution 
server. Said order terminal An order means to order said digital content data from said 
server through a network, The means of communications which has a receiving means 
to receive distribution of said digital content data, is connected through said server 
and network, and receives the order from said server, A goods order-received means 
to notify an inventory and/or time for delivery when an order of said medium is 
received, A delivery center equipped with the delivery server which has a stock 



control means to manage an inventory of said medium and/or time for delivery, and 
the delivery means which delivers said specified goods to the location specified by 
said goods order-received means, It connects through said server and network and 
the digital content data distribution system which has a different terminal from said 
order terminal which has a receiving means to receive distribution of said digital 
content data from said server is offered. 

[0018] Moreover, a storage means to memorize the player database which recorded 
the refreshable data format with the name of a playback means and this playback 
means for said server to reproduce said digital content data, A data format retrieval 
means to search a format of refreshable digital content data with said playback means 
for the name of said playback means from said player database to origin, It has the 
means of communications which transmits the information on the format searched 
with said data format retrieval means to a different terminal from said order terminal 
or said order terminal. At a different terminal from said order terminal or said order 
terminal An input means to input the name of a playback means to reproduce said 
digital content data, The means of communications which receives the information on 
the format corresponding to said playback means by which the name of said playback 
means has been sent to said server from delivery and said server, The digital content 
dat"a~distribution system according to claim 9 characterized by having a display means 
to display the information on said format is offered. 
[0019] 

[Embodiment of the Invention] Hereafter, the contents data distribution system 
concerning this invention is explained with reference to a drawing. Drawing 1 is the 
block diagram showing the contents data distribution system concerning this invention, 
and drawing 2 is a flow chart which shows actuation of the contents data distribution 
system concerning this invention. 

[0020] The terminal installed in stores, streets, etc., such as a record store and a 
convenience store, or the terminal which user 10 self owns is used as an order 
terminal 1 1 for a digital content data order. There is another terminal 1 3 which has the 
mass storage means 135 installed in a users 10 house etc. independently [ this order 
terminal 11 ], and there is a server 12 of the contents distribution site which 
distributes digital content data, such as music and an image, to these order terminals 
11 and another terminal 13. 

[0021] The means of communications 111 which carries out the communication link 
with the server 12 of a contents distribution site to the order terminal 1 1 mentioned 
above, The input means 112 for performing actuation for a user 10 ordering desired 
digital content data, A processing means 113 to process the data from this input 
means 1 12, The data I/O means 1 15 for recording the digital content data distributed 
to the memory card 1 16 inserted in the user storage means 101 which a user 10 owns, 
or an order terminal from the server 12 of a contents distribution site, There is a 



display means 1 14 to display these contents of processing. In addition, a user 10 may 
carry in a memory card 1 1 6 ? or it may be stocked by the order terminal by the state of 
the sky. 

[0022] moreover, to the server 12 of a contents distribution site The means of 
communications 121 which communicates with the order terminal 11, and the means 
of communications 125 which communicates with another terminal 13, A processing 
means to process the information acquired through each means of communications 
121,125, The contents data retrieval means 124 for a user 10 to search desired digital 
content data, There is a storage means 123 to memorize User Information for 
performing the contents database for managing a digital content data constellation 
and a contents data constellation, a user's 10 authentication, etc. 
[0023] Furthermore, there are the means of communications 131 which 
communicates with the server 12 of a contents distribution site, an input means 133 
to perform actuation for a user 1 0 to receive digital content data, the storage means 
135 for memorizing the received digital content data, a processing means 132 to 
perform these processings, and a display means 134 for displaying the contents of 
processing in another terminal 13. 

[0024] Hereafter, drawing 1 and drawing 2 are used and a user 10 explains the stroke 
which receives digital content data. When a user-1 Opurchases digital content data, 
the server 12 of a contents distribution site is accessed from the order terminal 11, 
and it investigates whether a user 10 is already user registration ending (S001). When 
performing Yes) and user authentication processing in (S001 when the user 10 has 
already done user registration, and having not registered (it is No at S001) In opting 
for and (S002) carrying out user registration of whether user registration is carried out 
(it is Yes at S002) Required User Information, such as a name, a contact, a credit card 
number, and ID, a password, is inputted from the input means 112. User Information is 
transmitted to the server 1 2 of a contents distribution site through the processing 
means 1 1 3 and means of communications 1 1 1 , it is sent to the processing means 1 22 
through the means of communications 121 of the server 12 of a contents distribution 
site, and user registration processing is performed (S003). And user authentication 
processing is performed. On the other hand, in not carrying out user registration (it is 
No at S002), it ends processing. 

[0025] Next, although a user 10 performs user authentication, this stroke may be 
omitted as long as it is immediately after performing user registration (S003). A user 
10 inputs user authentication information from the input means 112 of the order 
terminal 11. And this user authentication information is passed to the processing 
means 1 22 of the server 1 2 of a contents distribution site, and it refers for the user 
authentication information inputted into the storage means 123 as User Information 
accessed and memorized with the processing means 122 (S004). the case where 
display whether processing is ended or not on the display means 114 when user 



authentication is not performed correctly here (it is NG at S004) (S005), and a user 10 
performs user authentication again — ( — S005 — No) — user authentication is 
performed again. Moreover, processing is ended when a user 10 does not attest (it is 
Yes at S005). 

[0026] When user authentication is performed correctly (it OKs in S004), retrieval of 
digital content data, ah audition, etc. are performed (S006). Here, it searched by 
having inputted the keyword etc. with the input means 1 12, and desired contents are 
chosen, or by the display means 1 14, the loudspeaker which is not illustrated, the user 
10 tried listening various contents and has chosen desired contents. If a user 10 
searches, the candidate of the contents for which search with the server 12 of a 
contents distribution site the contents which he wishes with the contents data 
retrieval means 124, and a user 10 asks will be seen off in the order terminal 1 1, and it 
will display on the display means 1 14 of the order terminal 1 1. In addition, when this 
order terminal 1 1 is installed in the store etc., the time and effort of the user 10 at the 
time of choosing said digital content data into a store, as the contents which are 
flowing as a demonstration can be chosen easily may be saved. 

[0027] Thus, after narrowing down contents by retrieval, audition, etc., a user 10 
chooses desired digital content data (S007). At this time, when desired digital content 
data exist ("it carries out" in-S007), it shifts to the following step (S008), ; and when a 
desired digital content does not exist ("it does not carry out" in S007), processing is 
ended. Moreover, in asking for two or more contents, it repeats S007. 
[0028] Next, information required for settlement of the contents of the digital content 
data which the user 10 chose, the total amount of money, etc. is displayed on the 
display means 114 (S008), and it investigates whether it continues purchase 
procedure (S009). Here, in performing purchase procedure ("it carries out" in S009), it 
shifts to the following step (S010), and processing is ended when not carrying out 
purchase procedure ("it does not carry out" in S009). Moreover, in choosing again the 
digital content data of being as extracting contents again **** [ and ] (it is 
"reselection" at S009), it returns to S006. [ that selected contents are wrong ] 
[0029] And when purchase procedure is performed, purchase procedure is performed 
succeedingly. For example, the need matter of selection of a method of payment or 
the receipt approach of contents data etc. is inputted from the input means 112 
(S0 10). 

[0030] Next, it chooses when digital content data are received (S01 1). When receiving 
digital content data later (it is "later" at S011), some authentication manual stages, 
such as printed matter with which delivery, ID and the card for authentication, and the 
data for authentication were indicated in authentication information through means of 
communications 121 to the order terminal 11 from the processing means 122 of the 
server 12 of a contents distribution site, are published to a user 10 (S012). 
[0031] moreover, to receive digital content data with it after receiving the remaining 



digital content data after receiving immediately some digital content data which 
receive digital content data immediately now, or receiving first digital content data 
with little data volume with comparatively bad quality by compression etc. (S01 1 — 
"now — immediately — "), it is necessary to check the capacity of the user storage 
means 101 which a user 10 has [ to data volume ] [ much / it is quality and ] When a 
user 10 asks for temporary upload of data unnecessary now here where these 
unnecessary data can also be uploaded to the storage means 123 of the server 12 of 
a contents distribution site to delete unnecessary data from the user storage means 
101 temporarily at this time (S013) (it is Yes at S013), upload of user data is 
performed and user data are saved for the storage means 123 (S014). And an 
authentication manual stage is published like step S012 mentioned above so that a 
user 10 could download this unnecessary data behind (S015). On the other hand, at 
step S013, the top where capacity is insufficient, when there are no data which can be 
temporarily deleted from the user storage means 101, it reselects, and it is after 
return in step S01 1, and digital content data are received (it is "reselection" at S013). 
Furthermore, at step S013, in a certain case, the capacity of the user storage means 
101 downloads digital content data as it is (S016), and fully ends processing to it. In 
addition, when the unnecessary data sent to the storage means 123 of the server 12 
~of~a contents distributiorT^ite from the user storage means-101-do not download by 
the user 10 within a fixed period, the capacity over of the storage means 123 can be 
prevented by eliminating this garbage data. 

[0032] Next, the distribution approach of the digital content data at the time of not 
receiving contents data (it being "later" at S011 of drawing 2 ) is explained using 
drawing 1 and drawing 3 at the time of purchase. When convenience of a user 10 is 
good after a user 1 0 performs a purchase procedure at the order terminal 1 1 , he ties 
another terminal 13 in somewhere else for the means of communications 131 of 
another terminal 13, and the means of communications 125 of the server 12 of a 
contents distribution site, and connects another terminal 13 to the processing means 
122 of the server 12 of a contents distribution site. Although another terminal 13 may 
be the same terminal as the order terminal 1 1 at this time, it is more desirable for a 
storage means 1 35 to memorize digital content data to be large capacity. 
[0033] First, in order that the data to receive may choose digital content data or the 
unnecessary user data mentioned above, an input is performed from the input means 
1 33 (S101). The data is received, when the data to receive are digital content data and 
reception (S102) and the data to receive are user data about the data (S103). And 
processing is ended when the data which continue and (it is Yes at S104) receive the 
reception of return data to step S1 01 when the data to receive still remain do not 
remain (it is No at S104). 

[0034] Here, the reception of the data in step S102 arid step S 103 is further explained 
to a detail using drawing 4 . First, in case a user 10 performs a purchase procedure at 



the order terminal 1 1 , he inputs the authentication manual stage received from the 
server 12 of a contents distribution site from the input means 133. And the user data 
memorized from the processing means 122 to the storage means 123 are accessed, 
and the authentication manual stage mentioned above attests having referred for 
whether it is the right and surely having purchased contents data from the server 12 
of a contents distribution site (S111). It chooses whether it ends, when user 
authentication goes wrong (it is NG at S111) (S112), in ending (it is Yes at S112), 
processing is closed and it ends, and in not ending (it is No at S1 12), it performs user 
authentication in S111 again. Moreover, when user authentication is successful (it 
OKs in S1 1 1), it progresses to the following step, and it transmits to another terminal 
13 from a user data-processing means by which the users 10 order contents were 
mentioned above, and is made to display on the display means 134. And a user 10 
performs the contents check of the data which the user 10 ordered (S1 13). 
[0035] And a user 10 downloads and receives the contents data stored in the storage 
means 123 from the server of a contents distribution site after checking order 
contents (S1 14). If it is user data which the user 10 deposited temporarily when the 
data to receive purchase contents data at this time, the receipt of user data will be 
performed like the procedure mentioned above. 

[0036] Drawing 5 is drawing showing the second-example of the digital content data 
distribution system concerning this invention, and drawing 6 is a flow chart which 
shows the actuation. When a user 20 purchases contents data, such as a musical 
piece, at the order terminal 21 installed in a store, the order terminal 21 is in the 
condition that a communication link is possible with the server and means of 
communications 221 of the server 22 of a contents distribution site, by means of 
communications 211. And the server 22 of a contents distribution site is accessed 
from the order terminal 21, and it investigates whether a user 20 is already user 
registration ending (S201). When performing Yes) and user authentication processing 
in (S201 when the user 20 has already done user registration, and having not 
registered (it is No at S201) In opting for and (S202) carrying out user registration of 
whether user registration is carried out (it is Yes at S202) The name from the input 
means 212, a contact, a credit card number and an ID number, Required User 
Information, such as a password, is inputted. User Information is transmitted to the 
server 22 of a contents distribution site through the processing means 213 and means 
of communications 21 1, it is sent to the processing means 222 through the means of 
communications 221 of the server 22 of a contents distribution site, and user 
registration processing is performed (S203). And user authentication processing is 
performed. On the other hand, in not carrying out user registration (it is No at S202), it 
ends processing. 

[0037] Next, although a user 20 performs user authentication, this stroke may be 
omitted as long as it is immediately after performing user registration (S203). A user 



20 inputs user authentication information from the input means 212 of the order 
terminal 21. And this user authentication information is passed to the processing 
means 222 of the server 22 of a contents distribution site, and it refers for the user 
authentication information inputted into the storage means 223 as User Information 
accessed and memorized with the processing means 222 (S204). the case where 
display whether processing is ended or not on the display means 114 when user 
authentication is not performed correctly here (it is NG at S204) (S205), and a user 20 
performs user authentication again — ( — S205 — No) — user authentication is 
performed again. Moreover, processing is ended when a user 20 does not attest (it is 
Yes at S205). 

[0038] When user authentication is performed correctly (it OKs in S204), retrieval of 
digital content data, an audition, etc. are performed (S206). Here, it searched by 
having inputted the keyword etc. with the input means 212, and desired contents are 
chosen, or by the display means 214, the loudspeaker which is not illustrated, the user 
20 tried listening various contents and has chosen desired contents. If a user 20 
searches, the candidate of the contents for which search with the server 22 of a 
contents distribution site the contents which he wishes with the contents data 
retrieval means 224, and a user 20 asks will be seen off in the order terminal 21 , and it 
"will display on the display means 21 4~of the" brd^teTmihal~21. In~addition, when this 
order terminal 21 is installed in the store etc., as the contents which are flowing as a 
demonstration can be easily chosen into a store, the time and effort of the user 20 at 
the time of choosing said digital content data may be saved. 

[0039] Thus, after narrowing down contents by retrieval, audition, etc., a user 20 
chooses desired digital content data (S207). At this time, when desired digital content 
data exist ("it carries out" in S207), it shifts to the following step (S208), and when 
desired digital content data do not exist ("it does not carry out" in S207), processing 
is ended. 

[0040] When a user 20 chooses a certain digital content data, a user 20 chooses the 
grade of digital content data next (S208). For example, when digital content data are 
musical piece data, grade as shown in drawing 7 exists. Musical pieces are package 
goods, such as CD and DVD-Audio, or are the goods of the downloadable data gestalt 
of MP3, ATRAC, MIDI, etc. A user 20 chooses the grade of the goods purchased out of 
these. 

[0041] At this time 20, for example, a user, it investigates whether goods, such as CD, 
are chosen or the goods of a data gestalt are chosen (S209). And when a user 20 
wishes purchase with the gestalt of package goods (it is Yes at S209), an inventory is 
checked, and when a user 20 chooses the goods of a data gestalt (it is No at S209), it 
progresses to S21 1 . 

[0042] As mentioned above, when a user 20 purchases with the gestalt of package 
goods, the following processings are performed in a delivery center. First, the 



processing means 222 accesses the goods order means 242 of a delivery center 24, 
and it has the means of communications 241 with the server 22 of a contents 
distribution site, and when an inventory acknowledge request comes to the goods 
order means 242 from the server 22 of a contents distribution site (S301), the stock 
control means 243 investigates existence, time for delivery, etc. of an inventory of 
goods in the delivery center 24 which asks the existence and the time for delivery of 
an inventory of goods (S210) (S302). And the investigated result is returned to the 
processing means 222 as inventory guidance (S303). 

[0043] At the order terminal 21, if the inventory check of the goods which a user 20 
purchases is performed, the processing means 222 will display order contents, such as 
a contents name and the total amount of money, on the display means 214 (S21 1). In 
this case, when goods are purchased, in addition to these displays, it displays also 
about the existence and the time for delivery of an inventory of goods. And a user 20 
checks the contents of a display mentioned above, and if order contents are wrong, 
data will be chosen again (it is "reselection" at S212). Although it has returned to 
retrieval and an audition of a musical piece by drawing 6 at this time, it is also possible 
to return to processing of the arbitration of S206-S208. Moreover, when not 
performing a purchase procedure ("it does not carry out" in S212), processing is 
ended, and when purchasing, it progresses to the step (S213) of ("it carrying out" in 
S212), and a purchase procedure. 

[0044] And when purchase procedure is performed, purchase procedure is performed 
succeedingly. For example, the need matter of selection of a method of payment or 
the receipt approach of contents data etc. is inputted from the input means 212. Next, 
it chooses when digital content data are received (S214). When receiving digital 
content data later (it is "later" at S214), some authentication manual stages, such as 
printed matter with which delivery, ID and the card for authentication, and the data for 
authentication were indicated in authentication information through means of 
communications 221 to the order terminal 21 from the processing means 222 of the 
server 22 of a contents distribution site, are published to a user 20 (S215). 
[0045] moreover, to receive digital content data with it after receiving the remaining 
digital content data after receiving immediately some digital content data which 
receive digital content data immediately now, or receiving first digital content data 
with little data volume with comparatively bad quality by compression etc. (S214 — 
"now — immediately — "), it is necessary to check the capacity of the user storage 
means 201 which a user 20 has [ to data volume ] [ much / it is quality and ] When a 
user 20 asks for temporary upload of data unnecessary now here where these 
unnecessary data can also be uploaded to the storage means 223 of the server 22 of 
a contents distribution site to delete unnecessary data from the user storage means 
201 temporarily at this time (S217) (it is Yes at S216), upload of user data is 
performed and user data are saved for the storage means 223 (S217). And an 



authentication manual stage is published like step S215 mentioned above so that a 
user 20 could download this unnecessary data behind (S218). On the other hand, at 
step S216, the top where capacity is insufficient, when there are no data which can be 
temporarily deleted from the user storage means 201, it reselects, and it is after 
return in step S214, and digital content data are received (it is "reselection" at S216). 
Furthermore, at step S216, in a certain case, the capacity of the user storage means 
201 downloads digital content data as it is (S219), and fully ends processing to it. In 
addition, when the unnecessary data sent to the storage means 223 of the server 22 
of a contents distribution site from the user storage means 201 do not download by 
the user 20 within a fixed period, the capacity over of the storage means 223 can be 
prevented by eliminating this garbage data. 

[0046] Thus, if an order of goods is performed by the purchase procedure of S213, in 
a delivery center 24, an order received of goods is performed (S304), the goods 
shipped continuously will be checked (S305) and delivery of delivery (S306) and goods 
will be performed to the address for delivery where the user 20 specified goods with 
the delivery means 244 (S307). 

[0047] In addition, in step S208 mentioned above, when choosing the grade of digital 
content data and the data format of varieties exists in digital content data, selection 
actuation becomes complicated or it is not known whether a user 20 may choose any 
data format. Then, the player name of hardware or software which a user 20 owns is 
inputted from the input means 212, or a refreshable data format is searched with the 
player of the hardware and software with which a user 20 owns the discernment data 
of the player of hardware or software in delivery and the data format retrieval means 
226 in, the server 22 of a contents distribution site automatically, and only a 
refreshable format is displayed on the display means 214. Thereby, a user 20 loses 
mistaking and downloading a data format. 

[0048] Moreover, if the player of the hardware which a user 20 owns, or software is 
registered at the time of user registration, it can be possible, the display of the display 
means 214 can become simple by this, and it can also raise a users 20 operability that 
a user 20 displays only an usable data format at the time of selection actuation (S207) 
of contents data. 

[0049] Furthermore, when goods and digital content data, such as CD, are purchased 
by the set like in drawing 7 although surrounded with the broken line when the grade of 
digital content data is chosen at step S208 for example, a user 20 can obtain and 
listen to a musical piece immediately, even when there is no inventory of CD etc. in a 
delivery center 20. And goods, such as CD, can be sent to the address for delivery 
specified later. Moreover, when there is an inventory of CD for which has installed the 
order terminal 21 in the record store etc., and a user 20 asks at this record store, it is 
also possible to receive said CD on that spot. 

[0050] Moreover, you may carry out setting up the price which made goods and digital 



content data, such as CD, the set at a reasonable price etc. rather than it purchases 
goods simple substances, such as CD, and a digital content data simple substance, 
respectively. 

[0051] Furthermore, the case where the digital content distribution system has 
network storage is shown in drawing 8 . Another server 26 connected always or 
temporarily on the network has the second storage means 262 which a digital content 
can fully memorize, and the user 20 owns the part or its all. And another server 26 is 
connectable through the contents distribution site server (henceforth a server) 22, 
means of communications 225, and means of communications 261. The server 22 has 
the transmitting means 227 of the data to another server 26, and when an order for a 
digital content with a server 22 is placed from the order terminal 21 and it specifies 
that it distributes the ordered digital content data to another server 26, it distributes 
the digital content data mentioned above from the transmitting means 227 to another 
server 26. Another server 26 receives said data with the transmitting means 263, and 
memorizes them for the second storage means 262. 

[0052] Moreover, another server 26 is connectable through another terminal 23 other 
than a user terminal (not shown) or a user terminal? means of communications 261, 
and means of communications 231, and the terminal mentioned above can access 
another server 26 at the time of arbitration, and can download the digital content data 
memorized by the second storage means 262. And in downloading, what had a demand 
from said terminal 23 among the digital content data memorized by delivery and the 
second storage means 262 is distributed to another server 26 from the transmitting 
means 264 at said terminal 23 from the terminal 23 which mentioned above the 
download demand of digital content data, and, as for said terminal 23, it memorizes it 
for reception and the storage means 235 with the receiving means 236. 
[0053] In this case, since data are not distributed to the user storage means 201 at 
the time of an order of said digital content data, it is not necessary to take into 
consideration the availability of the user storage means 201, and by the user itself, 
such as actuation according [ actuation of an order ] to the input from {keyboard, a 
touch panel, a carbon button, etc. only in actuation with an order terminal, if it is 
possible actuation), the user 20 does not need to possess the user storage means 201 
on that spot. Moreover, when ordering said digital content data, downloading for the 
user storage means 201 on that spot and the storage capacity of the user storage 
means 201 runs short, If the user data which the user 20 was making the user storage 
means 201 memorize from before are uploaded for the second storage means 262 
through the order terminal 21 and/or a server 22 like said digital content data The 
second storage means 262 to said user data can be downloaded afterwards at the 
time of arbitration, the user storage means 201 and the storage means 235 of another 
terminal 23 can be made to be able to memorize again, and it can possess. 
[0054] Moreover, when said user data are already memorized for the second storage 



means 262, even if it deletes without uploading said user data memorized by the user 
storage means 201 for the second storage means 262, since it is downloadable from 
the second storage means 262 for the storage means of a user terminal, or the 
storage means 235 of another terminal 23, the time and effort to which a user 20 
uploads said user data can be saved afterwards. 

[0055] Thus, if the second storage means 262 is used, since communication link with a 
server 22 and distribution of data can be altogether performed at the time of an order 
and purchase processing It is not necessary to publish an authentication means from 
a server 22 to a user 20 or, and a user 20 has by carrying out said authentication 
means, and it becomes unnecessary to communicate with a server 22 again. Receipts 
and payments of the digital content data purchased only by the communication link 
with the user terminal and the second storage means 262 which it is usually used, and 
user data of a user 20 are attained. 

[0056] Thus, if another storage means on a network like the second storage means 
262 and the so-called network storage are used If the network storage (second 
storage means 262) which the user 20 in another server 26 owns is made to distribute 
andlmemorize digital content data" also when digital content data are ordered to 
another contents distribution site A user 20 can take freely the digital content data 
distributed and memorized from two or more contents distribution sites there by 
performing the communication link with another server 26 at the time of a request in 
and out. Even if this another server 26 that is not is the same as a server 22, and it is 
in the interior of a server 22, it is not cared about. 

[0057] Next, the third example which memorizes through digital content data and is 
sold with a package gestalt is explained with reference to drawing 9 . When a user 30 
purchases contents, such as music and an image, and contents are received with the 
gestalt of digital data, distribution to a user terminal 301 can take time amount by the 
reasons of there being much amount of data that digital data is quality, or it is possible 
that said digital content data have not gone into the user storage means 302 of the 
user terminal 301 of a distribution place. For example, since each data volume will 
become large when purchasing many musical pieces even if the digital data of one 
musical piece is able to memorize for the user storage means 302 when purchasing 
the digital content data of a musical musical piece, it is possible that the a large 
number (number for which user asks) storage of them cannot be carried out at the 
user storage means 302. 

[0058] Moreover, when purchasing goods with which quality digital content data were 
recorded at the store etc., such as a memory card of CD, MD, DVD, and others, it is 
possible that there is in stock [ no / goods ] which he wishes depending on a store. 
Moreover, when the goods mentioned above by the order terminal installed in the 
store on which an inventory of goods is not put, the street corner, etc., the mail order 
on the Internet, etc. were ordered, even if the orderer had an inventory of said goods, 



the user 30 had to wait until said goods were delivered at hand, and he was not able to 
get immediately the digital content data for which a user 30 asks, and it was not able 
to view and listen to them, on the other hand — the Internet superiors — if — 
although the website which can see, or view and listen to some contents also existed, 
it had a copyright top problem that the completely same digital content data as what a 
user purchases come to hand, and it was impossible in principle. A user 30 said digital 
content data then, with a digital data gestalt or as goods with which said digital 
content data were recorded as digital data Or when purchasing the both/although it is 
low quality, digital content data with little amount of data (henceforth the first data) 
are distributed to a user terminal on that spot. It is the contents of the same contents, 
and although it is quality, it enables it to download digital content data with much 
amount of data (henceforth the second data) to a user terminal or another terminal 33 
afterwards. Moreover, if it delivers in the location where the user 30 specified the 
medium by which the second data of said contents was recorded or an inventory of 
said goods has the installation of said order terminal at a store etc. instead of 
downloading, a user 30 will be passed on that spot. 

[0059] thus — although it is low quality and the first data with small data volume and 
the amount of data are large, if the approach of selling as a package the medium by 
which the second quality data and the second data were recorded is adopted, 
although a user 30 will be low quality about contents — immediately — a short time 
— receiving — it can view and listen — the contents of high quality — immediately — 
or it can obtain later. 

[0060] Hereafter, the configuration and its actuation of this example are explained 
with reference to drawing 9 and drawing 12 . Moreover, the detail drawing of the 
processing means 313 in drawing 9 and the processing means 322 is shown in drawing 
10 and drawing 1 1 . 

[0061] contents, such as the order terminal 31 with which, as for this, the user 30 is 
installed in the store (or a user 30 owns) to a musical piece, — low — it is the system 
which orders as a package the goods with which the first quality data, and the second 
quality data or the second data was recorded from the contents distribution site 
server 32 (henceforth a server), and purchases them by the set. The order terminal 31 
is in the condition in which a server 32 and a communication link are possible through 
means of communications 31 1 and means of communications 321. If a user 30 inputs 
an order demand from the input means 312 of the order terminal 31, the order terminal 
31 will communicate with a server 32, and said order demand will be sent to 
order-received means 322a of a server 32 from order means 313a. 
[0062] Order-received means 322a accesses a storage means 323 by which User 
Information is memorized, and a user 30 investigates whether it is already user 
registration ending (S401 of drawing 1 2 ). Here, when a user 30 has not registered, the 
input means 312 may perform a user registration demand from the beginning. 



Moreover, when a user 30 is already user registration ending, it progresses to Yes) and 
the following step in S401 of ( drawing 1 2 . 

[0063] When a user 30 has not registered (it is No at S401 of drawing 12 ), a user 30 
chooses whether user registration is carried out (S402). When carrying out user 
registration (it is Yes at S402), a user 30 inputs required User Information, such as a 
name, a contact, a credit card number, and ID to register, a password, from the input 
means 312. User Information mentioned above is transmitted to order-received 
means 322a from order means 313a, the storage means 323 memorizes, and user 
registration processing is performed (S403). On the other hand, processing is ended 
when not carrying out user registration (it is No at S402). 

[0064] Next, although a user 30 performs user authentication, this stroke may be 
omitted as long as it is immediately after performing user registration (S403). A user 
30 inputs user authentication information, such as ID and a password, from the input 
means 312 of the order terminal 31. And this user authentication information is sent 
to order-received means 322a of a server 32, and order-received means 322a 
collates the user authentication information inputted into the storage means 323 as 
User Information accessed and memorized (S404). the case where user 
authentication is not performed correctly here — ( — the case where display whether 
"delivery and user authentication processing are~~ended~for-the ~error information of 
user authentication in S404 from order-received means 322a to NG) and order means 
313a on the display means 314 (S405), and a user 30 performs user authentication 
again — ( — S405 — No) — user authentication is performed again. Moreover, when a 
user 30 does not perform user authentication again, Yes) and processing are ended in 
(S405. When user authentication is performed correctly (it OKs in S404), it progresses 
to the following step. Here, since User Information and user authentication information 
at the time of user registration have the problem of individual humanity news leakage 
or security, as long as it is required, information may be enciphered and you may 
transmit. Moreover, user registration may be performed after sending User 
Information at the time of user registration using another means, such as mailing and 
FAX. 

[0065] Thus, if user authentication is performed, a user 30 will perform retrieval of 
contents, an audition, etc. next (S406). If a keyword (information, such as some of 
music names, artist names, and words) is inputted for retrieval of the contents for 
which a user 30 asks from the input means 31 2, information, such as said keyword, will 
be sent to order-received means 322a from order means 313a. Order-received means 
322a searches the candidate of the contents, as for delivery and the contents data 
retrieval means 324, a user 30 expects information, such as said keyword, for said 
keyword etc. of origin at the contents data retrieval means 324 from the database 
within the storage means 323 (not shown). Then, the candidate of one or more 
contents or the candidate information on the contents that the corresponding 



contents do not exist is retrieved. And said candidate information is transmitted to 
order means 313a of the order terminal 31, and the contents are displayed on the 
display means 314. 

[0066] Try listening the contents which a user 30 peruses said displayed candidate 
information, and serve as a candidate by a loudspeaker (not shown) etc. further, or 
After adding and inputting a keyword from the input means 312, performing 
re-retrieval and narrowing down the candidate of contents, furthermore, here (S407) 
where it will shift to selection actuation if desired digital content data exist What 
[ extracted some data of the quality as the digital content data used at the time of 
sale with the same digital content data for an audition ] They are what extracted some 
data of low quality from it, the thing which the same data of low quality boiled all and 
was constituted more. As opposed to the contents which had the audition demand 
from the order terminal 31 the demand instruction of the digital content data for an 
audition from order-received means 322a to reception point assignment means 322b 
Delivery, Reception point assignment means 322b specifies the reception point of 
data as the order terminal 31, accesses the storage means 323 from data ejection 
means 322c, and takes out the digital content data for an audition. And the digital 
content data for this audition are sent to the order terminal 31 through the 
transmitting means 328. The order terminal 31 downloads this through the receiving 
means 317, reproduces this by playback means 313b, and provides a user 30 with it 
from a loudspeaker (not shown) etc. 

[0067] Furthermore, when the order terminal 31 is arranged at the store etc., for 
example, a user 30 shows interest to DEMOKONTENTSU which is flowing as a 
demonstration in this store. Since it is also considered that a user 30 asks for this 
DEMOKONTENTSU An input means by which the carbon button of the dedication 
which chooses DEMOKONTENTSU as the order terminal 31 is installed, or the 
selection menu for DEMOKONTENTSU is displayed at the display means 314, and a 
user 30 can choose easily DEMOKONTENTSU mentioned above may be added and 
established. 

[0068] When desired digital content data exist ("it carries out" in S407), it shifts to 
the following step S408, and processing is ended when desired digital content data do 
not exist ("it does not carry out" in S407). 

[0069] If the digital content data for which a user 30 asks from the input means 312 
are chosen when choosing a certain digital content data, the information will be 
transmitted to order means 322a from order means 313a. Next, since the first data 
and second data are purchased with a "package", the second data purchased for the 
display means 314 displays alternative, such as goods with which the goods or the 
digital data of a digital data gestalt was recorded, or its both, what a user 30 wishes 
out of this alternative is chosen, and it inputs from the input means 312 (S408). The 
inputted information is transmitted to order-received means 322a from order means 



313a. When a user 30 wishes the purchase of said goods (it is Yes at S409) (it 
contains also when both a digital data gestalt and goods are wished to have), it shifts 
to S410. On the other hand, when a user 30 chooses only the goods in a digital data 
gestalt (it is No at S409). it shifts to S412. 

[0070] And when a user 30 chooses the goods with which the digital data was 
recorded and the installation of the order terminal 31 is the store which sells the 
goods mentioned [ shop / CD ] above, it checks whether there is any inventory of 
selected goods in the stock control database (not shown) of an oven etc. (S410). Next, 
when the installation of the order terminal 31 is a location in which an inventory of 
said goods does not exist in a street corner etc. or an inventory of the goods chosen 
even if it was stores, such as CD shop, does not exist, or when [ if you want to receive 
the goods which the user 30 mentioned above afterwards, ] wanting, the inventory 
check of said goods is asked to a delivery center 34 from a server 32 (S41 1). 
[0071] In the delivery center 34, it has means of communications 341 and is in the 
server 32 and the condition which can be communicated through means of 
communications 321. It judges if a demand of the inventory check of goods is given 
from order means 313a to order-received means 322a of a server 32, it will be further 
sent to reception point assignment means 322b, and reception point assignment 
means 322b "will deliver later in the location which had goods" specified", and an 
inventory confirmatory order is sent to 322d of order means. 322d of order means 
communicates with the goods order means 342 of a delivery center 34, and they ask 
the existence and the time for delivery of an inventory of said goods (S41 1). When an 
inventory acknowledge request comes to the goods order means 342 from 322d of 
order means (S501), the stock control means 343 investigates existence, time for 
delivery, etc. of an inventory of said goods (S502). The investigated result is , 
transmitted to 322d of order means as inventory guidance information, and 322d of 
order means transmits said inventory guidance information to order-received means 
31 2a of the order terminal 31 further (S503). 

[0072] Next, order means 312a displays the order contents which the user 30 chose 
as the display means 314, such as a contents name and the purchase total amount of 
money, (S412). Here, in receiving [ whether when a user 30 chooses the purchase of 
goods, in addition to the display mentioned above, goods can be now received 
immediately in S503, and ] afterwards again, it displays about existence, time for 
delivery, etc. of an inventory based on the received inventory guidance information. 
[0073] and — differing from what the user 30 checked the displayed order contents, 
order contents had made a mistake in, or goods considered **** — etc. — by the 
reason, when you wish to choose again, data can be chosen again (it is "reselection 
at S413). Although it has returned to processing of retrieval and an audition of a 
musical piece by drawing 12 at this time, it is also possible to return to processing of 
the arbitration of S406-S408. Moreover, processing is ended when not performing a 



purchase procedure (it is "No" at S413). When performing a purchase procedure (it is 
"Yes" at S413), it progresses to the step (S414) of a purchase procedure. When 
performing a purchase procedure, and purchasing a method of payment and goods for 
the display means 314 from order means 313a t they are displayed for the explanation 
of an approach and display instruction of alternative to receive on delivery and the 
display means 314. 

[0074] A user 30 performs input/selection of a method of payment, the reception 
approach of contents data, etc. from the input means 312, and when he also 
purchases goods, he inputs need matters, such as the receiver's address. Such 
inputted information is sent to order-received means 322a from order means 313a. 
Here, the reception approach of contents data is choosing from receiving distribution 
of the second data which distributed to the user storage means 302 of a user terminal 
301 immediately, or distributed to the second storage means 362 immediately, or the 
user 30 communicated with the server 32 and purchased at the user terminal 301 or 
another terminal 33 from marks etc., when purchasing the second data, such as music, 
with the goods of a digital data gestalt. Moreover, the location to which a users 30 
house, a firm, and other users belong is sufficient as the receiver s address of goods, 
the users 30, such as a convenience store, other stores, and a facility, may go 
reception to this location afterwardsror anywhere is~ sufficient ~as long as it is the 
location which can be delivered from the delivery center 34, such as being delivered 
from this location to a user 30. 

[0075] And if a purchase procedure is completed, it is necessary to check the storage 
capacity of the user storage means 302 which a user 30 has before that although the 
first data and the second data will be distributed to a user terminal 301 (if distribution 
with a digital data gestalt is chosen) (S415). The approach of a check of memory 
capacity displays data volume required for distribution for the display means 312. A 
user 30 looks at it, a user terminal 301 and the order terminal 31 communicate by a 
certain approach (communication link), the usable storage capacity of the user 
storage means 302 is investigated [ it compares with the usable storage capacity of 
the user storage means 302, or ] by the order terminal 31 side, and there is the 
approach of comparing with a capacity required for download of the digital content 
data which a user 30 purchases. When there is enough storage capacity of the user 
storage means 302 (it is "Yes" at S416), it progresses to the following step S421. that 
the memory capacity of the user storage means 301 is full, and saving the first data 
and second (if it having chosen) data — reasons when capacity is insufficient — 
current [ from the user storage means 302 ] — the case where he wants to delete 
unnecessary user data temporarily — ( — "No") and said user data are uploaded by 
S416 for the storage means 323 of a server 32 or the second storage means 362 
grade, and another storage means (S417). When a user 30 wants to upload said user 
data temporarily to a server 32 (it is ** at S417), said user data are taken in to the 



.order terminal 31 through the data I/O means 315 of the order terminal 31, and it 
uploads to a server 32 with the transmitting means 31 7 through the processing means 
313. A server 32 receives this with the receiving means 329, and saves it for the 
storage means 323 through the processing means 322 (S418). And in order that a user 
30 may download behind said user data saved for the storage means 323 to a user 
terminal 301 or another terminal 33 From order-received means 322a of a server 32, 
to the order terminal 31 ID for said user data download, Some authentication manual 
stages, such as printed matter with which said user authentication information was 
displayed on the display means 314 of delivery and the order terminal 31, or the card 
for authentication and the data for authentication were indicated in user 
authentication information, such as a password, are published to a user 30 (S419). If 
the order terminal 31 has means of communications with another server 36 when a 
user 30 wants to upload said user data to another server 36 (it is ** at S417), the 
order terminal 31 will incorporate user data from the data I/O means 315, and will 
upload user data from the transmitting means 317 to another server 36 through the 
processing means 313. Another server 36 saves this for reception and the second 
storage means 362 with the receiving means 365. If the order terminal 31 does not 
have means of communications with another server 36, user data will be incorporated 
to the order terminal 31 like the above, and it will transmit to a server 32 from the 
transmitting means 317. A server 32 once transmits said user data to another server 
36 from the transmitting means 327 through reception and the processing means 322 
with the receiving means 329, and another server 36 receives this with the receiving 
means 365. And it saves for the second storage means 262 (S420). As long as the 
user terminal 301 has means of communications with another server 36, a user 30 
may upload said user data from a user terminal 301 to another server 36 in advance. 
There is memory capacity of enough of the user storage means 302, or by the reason 
of eliminating said user data, when not uploading said user data (it is ** at S417), it 
progresses to the following step S421. In addition, it does not matter if there is a 
request of a user 30 even when there is an enough capacity of the user data storage 
means 302 and there is no need for upload of user data, even if it will upload user data 
as mentioned above. 

[0076] If the check of the memory capacity of the user storage means 302 and upload 
of user data are completed, data ejection means 322c will read the first data of 
selected contents from the storage means 323, and will distribute it to the order 
terminal 31 from the transmitting means 328. The order terminal 31 distributes the 
first data for this to a user terminal 301 from the data I/O means 315 through 
reception and the processing means 313 with the receiving means 317, and a user 
terminal 301 memorizes this for the user storage means 302 (S423). Next, when 
distributing the second data to a user terminal 301 is chosen at the time of purchase 
procedure (it is ** at S422), the first data and the second data of the contents chosen 



similarly are taken out from the storage means 323, and it distributes to the order 
terminal 31 from a server 32 at delivery and a user terminal 301 (S423). In addition, 
when distributing both of the first data and second data to a user terminal 301, these 
two data may be distributed to coincidence. When a user 30 chooses the second 
storage means 362 as another server 36 (it is ** at S422), data ejection means 322c 
reads the second data from the storage means 323, and it distributes to another 
server 36 from the transmitting means 327, and another server 36 receives this with 
the receiving means 365, and memorizes it for the second storage means 362 (S424). 
When receiving the second data later is chosen (it is ** at S422), a certain 
authentication manual stage is published from order-received means 322a to a user 
30 through the order terminal 31 like step S419, and a user 30 communicates with a 
server 32 afterwards using a user terminal 301 or another terminal 33, and enables it 
to receive the second data (S425). 

[0077] Here, the check of the memory capacity of the user storage means 302 may be 
performed in the phase the time of choosing the reception approach of contents data 
at the time of purchase procedure (S414), and before that. And as long as it seems 
that allowances are in the storage capacity of the user storage means 302, return and 
contents may be reselected to the step of S406 - S408 grade, and you may carry out 
increasing the contents purchased further etc. Moreover, when a store has an 
inventory of goods and a user 30 receives goods immediately (it is "Yes" at S410), as 
for a user 30, reception (S426) processing is ended for goods on that spot. On the 
other hand, when there is no reception of goods, processing is ended as it is. In 
addition, when the user data uploaded from the user terminal 301 to the storage 
means 323 of a server 32 do not download to all terminals, such as a user terminal 301 
or another terminal, by the user 30 within a fixed period, either, the memory-capacity 
over of the storage means 323 can be prevented by taking the technique of 
eliminating said user data. 

[0078] On the other hand, if an order of goods, such as CD, is performed to a delivery 
center 34 by the purchase procedure of S414, an order of goods is received with the 
goods order-received means 342 of a delivery center 34 (S504), a check and 
preparations for shipment of the goods shipped next will be performed (S505), and 
delivery of delivery (S506) and goods will be performed for goods to the address for 
delivery which the user 30 specified with the dispatch means 344. 
[0079] In addition, when a user 30 places an order for two or more contents, both the 
contents received with the gestalt of digital data and the contents received as goods 
may be intermingled. 

[0080] Moreover, in S408 mentioned above, the data format of varieties exists in 
digital content data, and when choosing from the inside the data format for which a 
user 30 asks and operating the order terminal 31, it is possible [ it ] that it does not 
know whether a user 30 may choose any data format, or selection actuation becomes 



complicated. Then, the player information which a user 30 owns is sent to a server 32 
by a users 30 inputting the player name of the player which he owns from the input 
means 312 etc., or choosing a player from the alternative of the player which has the 
database of a player at the server 32 or the order terminal 31 beforehand, and was 
displayed on the display means 314. And with the data format retrieval means 326, a 
server 32 searches a refreshable data format with said player, and transmits a 
retrieval result to the order terminal 31 . And if only the contents of a refreshable data 
format are displayed on the display means 314 by said player, selection actuation of 
contents data becomes simple and a user 30 can choose a data format easily. 
[0081] Moreover, said player is beforehand registered at the time of user registration, 
and even if a user 30 does not input a player name one by one at the time of contents 
data purchase, it is possible to display only the contents of a refreshable data format 
by the player which a user 30 owns by the selection actuation S408. Thereby, the 
display of the contents actuation screen of the display means 314 can become simple, 
and a user's 30 terminal-handling nature can be raised. 

[0082] First the digital content data of low quality to a user 30 Thus, delivery, By 
package-izing the digital content data of low quality and the digital content data of 
high quality of passing the digital content data of high quality, and selling them 
afterwards Since low quality is sufficient, it can respond to the needs of the user who 
wants to hear it to see early, and the possessiveness of the user who wants to own 
quality digital content data from the ability also of the digital content data of high 
quality to come to hand in addition to this can also be fulfilled. Moreover, service 
which is connected with the purchase of a user, such as making relatively cheap price 
which made the set a goods simple substance and digital content data simple 
substances, such as CD, rather than the purchase price purchased separately, 
respectively, may be offered. 

[0083] Next, the copyright of the digital content data mentioned above is explained. If 
the digital content data distributed from a server 32 are used as the data which can be 
reproduced freely When this is distributed to another server 36, and accessing 
another server 36, even if authentication information, such as required ID and a 
password, is required If there is even the authentication information, said digital 
content data will be able to download without limit any number of times to still more 
nearly another terminal which another terminal 33 which a user terminal 301 and a 
user 30 own, a user 30, or someone else owns. Moreover, the digital content data 
distributed to the user terminal 301 or another terminal 33 from the server 32 will also 
be able to be reproduced to another media, such as still more nearly another terminal, 
and CD-R, MD. Now, once a user 30 purchases digital content data and receives 
distribution, contents tend to reproduce the rest and the copyright of contents will no 
longer be protected. Then, in order to protect the copyright of contents, right 
information is added to digital content data, and it becomes effective to apply a limit 



to a duplicate. The technique is explained below. The processing means 332 of 
another terminal 33 is shown in drawing 14 , and the processing means 366 of another 
server 36 is shown in processing means 322 drawing 1 3 of the server 32 ( drawing 9 ) 
which added the means for protecting copyright at drawing 1 5 , respectively. Moreover, 
the flow chart which shows the actuation is shown in drawing 16 . 
[0084] Before distributing digital content data by S421-S424 in drawing 12 from a 
server 32 Or when generating the digital content data for distribution by the server 32 
side beforehand (before memorizing for the storage means 323) The duplicate 
prohibition information on digital content data, and when it can reproduce, "right 
information", such as limit information which shows the number which can be 
reproduced, a count (the number of licenses), and a generation (limit of a child copy 
(1-time copy) or a grandchild copy (copy of a copy)), is added to digital content data. 
[0085] In adding right information before distributing digital content data from a server 
32 after the order demand of contents has been sent from the order terminal 31, after 
taking out the digital content data (contents which received the order from the order 
terminal 31) distributed from the storage means 323 by data ejection means 322c 
(S601), right information which was mentioned above to said digital content data by 
right information addition means 322e is added (S602). And it distributes to the 
reception point specified in reception point assignment means 322b. For example, it 
distributes to a user terminal 301 from the transmitting means 328, or distributes to 
another server 36 from the transmitting means 327 (S603). 

[0086] Since the contents of right information will be decided to be one when 
generating the data with which right information was added beforehand here Since two 
or more data will be created, the capacity of a storage means is needed from the case 
where right information is generated but, in large numbers at the time of distribution to 
prepare that from which the contents of right information differed, and since it can be 
managed even if it does not generate right information one by one at the time of 
distribution, the burden placed on a server is mitigated. Moreover, at this time, a 
format of the digital content data itself is the existing thing, and is not cared about. 
[0087] And if the digital content data with which right information was added from the 
server 32 are distributed when distributing digital content data to another terminal 33 
or the terminal of user-terminal 301 grade (it is ** at S603), a terminal will download 
this and will receive it with the receiving means 337 (S701). (another terminal 33) Said 
digital content data to right information management means 332a Delivery, When this 
right information has it judged whether it is the right (it is not an unjust duplicate with 
a license) and has already memorized the data of the contents with the same storage 
means 335 May memorize these digital content data as a separate thing, and It may 
carry out increasing [ which was described by the right information on the digital 
content data downloaded newly ] the number of the licenses which made digital 
content data the piece and were described by the right information, the count which 



can be reproduced, a generation, etc. several minutes, and only right information may 
be updated (S702). 

[0088] If it does in this way, the capacity of the storage means 335 can be saved 
(actuation of S702 is hereafter called "check-in"). Moreover, a right case (it is "Yes" 
at S702), it memorizes for the storage means 335 (S703), and right information ends 
processing, without recording, when right information is inaccurate (it is "No" at S702). 
At this time, right information may display the error information which shows an unjust 
purport on the display means 334 of another terminal 33. 

[0089] The duplicate demand of digital content data is sent to a terminal. Transmit 
digital content data to still more nearly another terminal and another server 36, and 
another medium, or When reproducing (it is "Yes" at S704), digital content data 
(henceforth "dimension data") with a duplicate demand are taken out from the 
storage means 335. The generation number reproduced for delivery and right 
information to right information management means 332a (a child copy) Reducing the 
generation number reproduced in the right information added to the digital content 
data (henceforth "duplicate data") reproduced from former data by time cost from 
former data, if O.K. etc. is restricted to a grandchild copy **** (for example, former 
data are a grandchild copy (two generations)) To the copy of a copy, if it is O.K., will 
—set duplicate data to O.K. to~a-child copy (time cost): Two or more numbers are 
restricted, that is, when there is a license, only the number of one or assignment adds 
the number of licenses to the right information on duplicate data. Reducing the 
number of licenses from the right information on former data etc. divides the number 
of licenses, and only the part to have added updates right information (S705). And the 
data reproduced at the demand place from the transmitting means are distributed 
(S706). Since it may already be unable to reproduce depending on the contents of 
right information, it does not distribute that time cost cannot already be reproduced 
any more at this time, either, that there is only one license, etc. in that case. Moreover, 
when the number of licenses distributes it by one, right information management 
means 332a deletes the former data memorized for the storage means 335 at the time 
of distribution (actuation of S704-S707 is called "check-out" hereafter (S707)). 
[0090] And when reproducing the digital content data with which right information was 
added (it is "Yes" at S708), delivery and this data are poured from the storage means 
335 to right information management means 332a by the loudspeaker which delivery 
and right information judge whether it is the right (S709), and will not reproduce and 
illustrate said digital content data for said digital content data at playback means 332b 
if right (it is "O.K." at S709) (S710). Moreover, if right information is not right (it is 
"No" at S709), digital content data are not sent to playback means 332b. In addition, 
digital content data are sent to playback means 332b from the immediate memory 
means 335, without letting right information management means 332a pass at the time 
of playback, if it has a means by which playback means 332b attests right information, 



and as long as it is right, you may make it attest right information there, and reproduce. 
[0091] Next, when the digital content data which added right information to another 
server 36 are distributed (it is ** at S603), Another server 36 said digital content data 
with the receiving means 365 Reception, The authentication information judges 
whether it is the right (it is not an unjust duplicate with a license) by right information 
management means 366a (S802), and if right information is right (it is "Yes" at S802), 
said digital content data will be memorized for the second storage means 362 (S803). 
If right information is not right (it is "No" at S802), it ends without memorizing for the 
second storage means 362. When another server 36 is in a waiting state until the 
"download demand" which requires distribution of contents from the terminal of the 
arbitration which can access self (another server 36) was sent (S804), and there is a 
download demand (it is "Yes" at S804), he checks out like the case of another 
terminal 33 (S805), and duplicate data are distributed to a terminal with a download 
demand (S806). Moreover, when the number of licenses distributes the digital content 
data to right information by one, right information management means 366a deletes 
the former data memorized for the storage means 362 at the time of distribution 
(S807). If the license of digital content data and the right of a duplicate remain in the 
right information on former data after distributing duplicate data, processing will be 
ended when there is neither a case where there is neither a right of a duplicate to 
return (it is "Yes" at S808) and digital content data nor a license, nor the former data 
itself in the waiting state of a download demand of S804 (it is "No" at S808). 
[0092] Send in order to make a terminal (another terminal 33 and user terminal 301) 
and the digital content data reproduced from the another server 36 grade memorize 
again to a reproducing agency (a terminal and another server 36), or When the same 
digital content data are newly purchased from a server 32 and the same digital 
content data are already memorized for the storage means, It may carry out 
increasing only the number and/or the count of a duplicate of a license which have 
returned etc., and the number of licenses described to the right information on that 
and the information on a duplicate limit may be updated (MUBU). Then, the digital 
content data itself are set to one, and it becomes saving of a storage means. In 
addition, you may make it memorize as two or more digital content data as a separate 
thing to gather digital content data in one. Moreover, a limit of preventing from viewing 
and listening as contents of right information only at the terminal which downloaded 
digital content data, or limiting the refreshable period of a server 32 or a terminal, and 
the digital content data reproduced from another server 36 may be added. In addition, 
according to the copyright management method which accepts only MUBU mentioned 
above, there is an advantage of becoming easy to manage the number to which it was 
licensed even if the medium of a copy place became various. 
[0093] 

[Effect of the Invention] As mentioned above, it is effective in the ability to purchase 



digital content data, without caring about the memory capacity of the time amount 
which download of digital content data takes, or a personal digital assistant, when a 
user downloads digital content data with the personal digital assistant which a user 
has according to the digital content data distribution system concerning this invention, 
as explained in full detail. 

[0094] Moreover, since only digital content data can be purchased even when an 
inventory of package goods goes out, a users satisfaction level increases. 
Furthermore, it is effective in the ability to purchase without wavering, even when two 
or more kinds of formats of digital content data exist.
